Man Suspected Of Stealing 
And Handing Over to Russia 
Pre-War Secrets Is Sought 


Washington, Dec. 15—(JP)—A member e£ th* HQUM Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee said today It ha» a report that detailed in- 
formation on the Norden bomb sight leaked out to Russian represen- 
tatives as early as 1938. 
This member, who would not permit the us* of his name, said the 


report waa obtained orally by a committee investigator and the com- 
mittee i> now pursuing it. 
In 1938, the Norden bomb sight was one of the United States 
biggest military secrets feome army men boasted that bombardier* 
could hit a pickle barrel from three miles up, using the sight. 
In actual combat, it never proved that good, but waa a highly 
"successful sight by comparison with what was available to other 
nations. 
The house committee member did not say where the Russians 
were reported to have obtained information on the sight. 
However, yesterday, the committee said that highly Important and 


detailed information on secret weapons had been channeled out of' the 
Army's Aberdeen (Md ) proving ground in the late 1930s. 
The committee informant said the information reportedly leaked 
out through a civilian employe of the War Department still believed 
to be in the government service. 
Committee sources also said a man suspected of stealing1 military 
secrets and handing: them over to the Russians may be haled before 
the spy hearings later this week.

The secrets are supposed to have come out of the Aberdeen Prov- 


ing Ground on Chesapeake Bay north of Baltimore. There was no Im- 
mediate hint as to their nature beyond the claim that they included 
'"formulate, descriptions and leading information involving' our "hitting 
and our defensive power." 
As the House Un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee pushed its spy 
hunt into this new field:

The two most prominent wit- 
nesses in the inquiry—Whittaker 
Chambers and Alger Hiss—were 
listed for still another appearance 
before the Jurors today. 


Chambers yesterday told news-

MANY QUESTIONS UNANSWERED 


It seems entirely appropriate that the crucial evidence 


in the Whittaker Chambers investigation should have 
been kept in the same place that Mother Goose's pumpkin- 
eating Peter parked his wife. 
It wouldn't surprise us, 


comments James Thrasher in an editorial written for NEA 
'"Service and the Times-Mirror, in fact to learn., that 
Mr. Chambers also had a stable of white mice ready to be 
hitched to the pumpkin, and by a touch of magic, turned 
into an eight-cylinder coach with Cinderella at the wheel. 
•It's that kind of a case. 


What puzzles us is not so much the facts, which are 


bizzarre enough, but the mental processes of the principal 
figures in the case. 


Why did Mr. Chambers conceal the evidence so long? 


True, he tried to see President Roosevelt and finally talk- 
ed to Adolph Berle, then an assistant secretary of state. 
But apparently he did not take his microfilm evidence 
along with him. 
Maybe he fears Communist reprisal. 


But wouldn't he have been safer under wartime secrecy 
and voluntary censorship than he is now? Wpuldn't his 
full disclosure have been more important during the war? 
Has he made a full disclosure eyen now? 


And how about the feud between the Justice Depart- 


ment and the House Un-American Activities Committee? 
What's tehind it? Who's covering up what? 


First some Justice Department members said the Hiss- 


Chambers perjury lacked evidence. On the same day an- 
other member said the whole thing was "too hot" to dis- 
cuss. The House committee really broke the thing open, 
and then th'e department went to work on it. 


What does the committee think of Mr. Chambers, any- 


way0 One member read a tribute ts him into the record, 
5raising him for his co-operation. Shortly afterward Rep. 
Richard Nixon, another member, objected to Mr. Cham- 
bers' being indicted now because it would spoil the chance 
of indicting others implicated, since the star witness 
•would be a "convicted perjurer." 
Mr. Nixon may have 


misspoken or he may have been, misquoted—although 
various reporters who heard him quoted him directly 
as saying "convicted." But the implication of doubt in Mr. 
Chambers' veracity remains. 


Why, if it suspects that his testimony is perjured, does 


the committee want to go ahead with its investigation 
with such speed? Why, if they trust Mr. Chambers as 
much as 'their recorded tribute would indicate, do they 
fear a perjury indictment—which isn't a conviction. And 
•why did the Justice Department try to suspend Congress* 
right of investigation if it thought Mr. Chambers was a 
"perjurer? 


Also, what's with Alger Hiss, who, we seem to re- 


"cali, was the negative pole in this charged-up affair when 
the sparks first started jumping? 


WRONG DIRECTION 


Venezuela's deposed President Gallegos still says that 


American oil interests had a hand in the bloodless revo- 
lution that ousted him, in spite of State Departhent de- 
nialE. He also says that a friend saw an American mili- 
tary attache in a rebel barracks at the time of the coup. 


We don't know whether the officer was there, or what 


he was doing if he was. But we think it safe to assure 
Mr. Gallegos that Washington would have no interest in 
seeing the overthrow of the one South American govern- 
ment most like our own. 


We would suggest that Mr. Gallegos at least cast a 


suspicious eye southward, where President Peron is solidi- 
fying his dictatorial rule of Argentina. Sources in Chile 
£iid Colombia have accused the Argentine government ot 
stirring up trouble in their countries and plotting to in- 
stall Fascist governments all over South America. Arid 
Venezuela's revolutionary junta has all the earmarks of a 
Peron-model regime.

Planting doubled its value. Then 


began from 8 to 15 years of almost 
constant attention, taxes, and in- 
surance. Harvesting and market- 
ing, including shipping expenses, 
added to the cost. 


The Christmas tree industry in 


Pennsylvania began in the Pocono 
Mountain swamps, Murphey 
re- 


minds, and now has spread to all 
corners of the State. There 
are 


hundreds of growers and the two 
largest growers produce only one- 
tenth of the total output. 


More than a million trees will 


be marketed this year-and 80 per 
cent of them will be either Scotch 
pine or Norway spruce. Murphey 
says they will be found in homes 
from Boston to St. Louis.
